Report  of  Chief  of  Police 


Police  Barracks,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  Jan.  1,  1911. 
Hon.  Board  of  Police  Commissioners, 

Of  the  City  of  Atlanta. 
Gentlemen : — 

I  respectfully  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration  my 
report  of  the  operations  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  year 
1910,  this  being  my  sixth  annual  report. 

I  am  compelled  to  again  renew  my  suggestions,  and  recom- 
mendations of  the  past  years  in  refer'ence  to  New  Precincts 
and  Sub-Stations  and  the  extension  of  Signal  System  in  the 
new  territory  and  fifty  (50)  additional  patrolmen. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  several  times  during  the  past  year 
that  one  of  the  department's  most  urgent  need  is  an  Automo- 
bile-Runabout capable  of  carrying  at  least  four  (4)  men,  for 
the  use  of  the  Chief,  and  in  order  that  we  can  speedily  respond 
to  the  frequent  calls  of  not  only  our  own  citizens  who  live  in 
the  City  and  suburbs,  but  also  to  those  of  the  surrounding 
country  who  look  to  this  department  for  aid  and  assistance 
when  crimes  have  been  committed,  and  I  would  recommend 
that  such  an  Automobile  be  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  de- 
partment with  the  least  possible  delay. 

I  desire  to  suggest,  in  addition  to  the  recommendations  made 
in  my  report,  if  feasible,  that  Council  be  requested  to  furnish 
quarters  for  Board  Police  Commissioners  and  offices  for  the 
Chief  Police  and  his  Secretary  of  the  department  in  the  new 
city  hall  building.  The  need  of  such  location  for  said  offices 
are  apparent  and  urgent,  and  its  use  in  close  touch  with  the 
Mayor  and  other  City  Officials  would  facilitate  matters  and 
immediately  result  in  great  benefit,  and  be  a  great  conven- 
ience to  the  city  at  large  and  essential  to  the  efficient  discharge 
of  the  arduous  duties  pertaining  to  the  various  departments  of 
the  municipality. 
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For  the  past  few  months  we  have  conducted  a  school  of 
instruction,  systematic  physical  and  mental  training  of  the 
members  of  the  department,  looking  to  the  development  of 
a  more  efficient  service  especially  needed  by  the  new  men  now 
in  service  and  the  new  men  we  hope  to  add  to  the  department 
next  year,  and  the  evidence  of  the  advantage  of  these  drills 
and  instructions  upon  stated  subjects  is  apparent  in  every  di- 
rection, and  it  has,  in  my  opinion,  greatly  improved  the  person- 
nel of  the  force. 

But  on  the  whole  I  believe  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  our  men 
compare  favorably  with  any  police  force  in  the  country  as  to 
ability,  deportment,  and  all  that  goes  to  make  a  good  and 
efficient  department,  and  I  desire  to  thank  each  and  every 
member  of  the  force  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty, 
and  hope  each  officer  'will  continue  to  do  his  whole  duty  in 
the  future  as  he  has  done  in  the  past,  thereby  sustaining  the 
good  reputation  of  the  department. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  his 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  General  Council,  and  to  each 
member  of  your  Honorable  Board,  for  the  uniform  kindness 
and  consideration,  and  for  the  loyal  and  faithful  support  given 
me  at  all  times,  and  I  would  respectfully  ask  you  to  give  my 
suggestions  and  recommendations  your  earnest  consideration, 
and  trust  that  you  will  make  every  efTort  to  have  same 
adopted  and  urge  council  to  authorize  the  appropriations  nec- 
essary to  consummate  the  recommendations  so  expedient.

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  have  re- 
covered goods  and  turned  them  over  to  1,115  different  parties, 
and  you  will  note  that  the  value  of  same  exceeds  last  year 
by  over  $8,000.00. 

The  number  of  blind  tigers  caught  and  convicted,  as  well 
as  the  number  of  cases  be'fore  the  Recorder  and  amount  of 
fines,  exceeds  last  year's  work  by  a  good  per  cent. 

On  account  of  the  increased  territory,  we  find  it  difficult  to 
serve  the  people  with  the  number  of  men  we  have,  and  would 
ask  that  if  possible  you  give  me  six  or  eight  more  men  that 
I  may  be  able  to  serve  the  -people  in  a  more  satisfactory  way, 
as  we  are  greatly  handicapped  on  account  of  men  not  being 
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able  to  follow  up  and  run  down  all  the  clues  in  one  case  until 
they  have  to  take  charge  of  another  case. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  courtesy  and  co-operation,  and 
valuable  advice  and  service  rendered  me,  and  also  the  entire 
department  for  their  service  and  assistance  they  have  render- 
ed.  Wishing  them  a  prosperous  New  Year.

Dear  Sir : — 

I  herewith  hand  you  my  report  of  Juvenile  Court  and  Pro- 
bation work  for  the  year  1910. 

Number  of  cases  before  the  Court,  1,151.  White  boys,  244; 
white  girls,  6;  negro  boys,  814;  negro  girls,  87.  Number  of 
cases  found  guilty  of  charges  and  fined  at  their  trial,  503. 
Amount  of  fines  imposed  by  the  court,  $4,523.15.  Number  of 
cases  found  guilty  of  charges  and  bound  over  to  State  courts, 
122.   White  boys,  26;  negro  boys,  93;  negro  girls,  3. 

For  Crimes,  Viz: — Larceny  from  the  house,  72;  cheating 
and  swindling,  2;  larceny  after  trust,  6;  robbery,  2;  stealing 
bicycles,  6;  concealed  pistols,  9;  burglary,  21;  shooting  at  an- 
other, 1 ;  vagrancy,  1 ;  and  assault  with  intent  to  murder,  2. 

Number  of  cases  not  yet  tried,  18.  Number  placed  on 
probation,  119;  white  boys,  61;  negro  boys,  56;  negro  girls,  2. 
Cases  sent  to  Stockade  without  a  fine  16.  Cases  given  time 
in  Juvenile  Ward  without  a  fine,  2.  Cases  found  not 
guilty  of  charges  and  dismissed  at  trial,  371  ;  although  88  of 
the  371  dismissed  were  punished  by*parent  or  guardian  in  the 
Juvenile  ward  in  the  presence  of  the  Probation  Officer. 
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Number  of  probation  boys  who  had  made  good,  had  either 
worked  or  been  in  school,  not  giving  any  further  trouble,  re- 
porting regularly  for  from  six  to  twelve  months,  were  dis- 
missed from  under  probation  by  the  court,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  Probation  Officer,  120;  white  boys,  75;  negro  boys,  45. 

Probation  boys  we  couldn't  manage  and  had  to  send  to  Ful- 
ton County  Industrial  School,  15;  total  number  of  boys  sent 
to  Fulton  County  Industrial  School  through  Juvenile  Court, 
27;  but  only  15  of  them  had  been  given  a  chance  to  make 
good  by  being  placed  on  probation. 

Placed  3  boys  in  Rev.  Crawford  Jackson's  home  through 
the  kindness  of  Mr.  Jackson. 

Children  placed  in  the  Home  for  the  Friendless,  49;  chil- 
dren taken  out  of  the  home  and  given  back  to  parents,  27- 
children  placed  in  Sheltering  Arms,  11;  negro  children  placed 
in  Carrie  Steel  Home,  15;  negro  children  taken  out  of  Carrie 
Steele  Home,  1. 

Runaway  boys  sent  back  home  to  parents,  23 ;  kept  truant 
children  in  public  school,  16;  found  private  homes  for  chil- 
dren, 42. 

Negro  children  placed  in  Macon  Reformatory,  2 ;  made 
cases  of  neglect  of  children,  8 ;  two  of  whom  were  sent  to  city 
stockade  for  30  days  each ;  4  were  fined  $5.75  each  ;  one  fined 
$15.75;  and  one  other  was  bound  over  to  State  court. 

Found  positions  for  children,  39;  made  a  great  many  inves- 
tigations concerning  children  and  their  parents,  for  the  Home 
for  the  Friendless  and  Sheltering  Arms. 

Settled  a  great  many  disturbances  of  families  and  children, 
without  having  to  bring  them  into  open  court. 

Kept  34  children  under  10  years  of  age  ofif  the  streets  late 
at  night,  who  were  giving  citizens  and  police  officers  a  great 
deal  of  trouble  by  using  bad  language,  begging  and  crowd- 
ing into  business  places  etc. ;  whose  parents  had  either  per- 
mitted, or  forced  these  little  boys  to  go  up  town  to  sell  papers, 
and  if  these  little  boys  didn't  bring  a  certain  amount  of  money 
home,  their  parents  would  beat  them  (so  the  boys  stated), 
such  parents  were  visited,  and  asked  to  keep  such  boys  at 
home,  some  of  the  parents  agreed,  others  persisted  in  sending 
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these  small  boys,  stating  they  were  forced  to  do  so  to  make 
a  living,  such  parents  were  prosecuted,  and  fined  by  the  judge. 

Rescued  23  wayward  girls  and  placed  them  in  good  insti- 
tutions by  request  of  their  parents. 

Made  calls  concerning  children,  and  visits  to  homes  of  pro- 
bation boys  during  the  year,  1,898. 

I  am  truly  glad  to  state  we  lost  only  15  of  our  probation 
boys  who  we  couldn't  successfully  dismiss,  and  had  to  place 
them  in  Fulton  County  Industrial  School. 

We  now  have  95  boys  on  probation  and  most  of  them  are 
doing  nicely.

I  have  consolidated  the  abandoned  cases  in  which  I  have 
dealt  with,  and  have  received  from  the  fathers  of  abandoned 
children"  from  those  who  refused  to  return  home  without  the 
interference  of  the  officer,  and  who  upon  agreement  to  con- 
tribute to  their  homes  through  the  probation  officer  with  a 
view  of  reconciliation,  44  cases.   There  were  14  reconciliations 

perfected ;    after  paying  left  the  city ;  1  case  is  pending 

in  city  court ;  9  cases  are  paying  weekly  contributions  through 
this  office ;  14  left  the  city  before  an  arrest  could  be  made.  I 
have  received  through  this  office  and  turned  over  to  mothers 
and  guardians  of  abandoned  children,  $1,699.60  during  the 
year  1910,  representing  44  homes  and  104  children. 

The  abandoned  cases  I  consolidated  are  for  this  year  only.
